he did not like & child blame

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Lord. A clear view and di- 
ſtint apprehenſion of the 
band of God in any afiRi- 
on, is a Soveraigne auxilia- 
rie to melt our wills, and con- 
quer our hearts into content- 
ment under that affliction. 
There was provocation e- 
nough in the venemous 
tongue of vile Shimet, to | ave 
incenſed and enraged Davids 
Royal heart againſt that dead 
dog; unkindneſs, nay cruelty 
enough in the flinty ſpirits 
of the ſtone-hearted Jews, 
apainſt the holy Jeſus, to 
have forced his diſpaſſionate 
ſoul (if poſſible) into a fir of 
fury and implacable reſoluti- 
on; Theevery and downright 
robbery enough in the carri- 
ace of the Caldeans towards 
Job, to have ſtird him up 
(if not publickly to proſecu te 
the 
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the Law, yet privately) to 
ſtudy revenge ; but theſe 
pious perſons , by the con. 
{ſcientious pracice of the 
pointin hand, and from the 
ſtrength of this conſideration 
which 1 have here commend- 
ed to your obſervation , for 
the demoliſhing of diſcon- 
tent, have been convertedinto 
contentment , and meſrted 
into patience and pleaſedneſs, 
indeſpite of all occaſions and 
provocations to the contrary;
